I hear of Books writing, or written, to 
defend the Caufe of the Separate Traders— 
All Argument muft be a Sophifm, all the 
gaudy Surface of Words can be no more 
than a fuperficial Gilding over a poyfonous 
Pill, unlefs they can make a Propofal, that 
will fecure the Trade to the Nation. This 
I never faw offer’d at, and this I pretend 
toafiirm, will never be done, but by an 
exelutive Company — But of this I fhall 
fpeak more fully hereafter in its Time, 

Icome now to another Bill depending in 
the Houfe, and-that I do not find goes on fo 
currently ; and this is a Bill to preferve the 
Properties of Copies of Books——-to the 
Owners thereof———— And why fhould I 
doubt its going oncurrently, the Houfe of 


Commons were siways the Guardians of Pro- 
porty —— And this being fu elear a Cafe, as 
containing nothing, buca Law to prevent 
Barbarity and Pyracy, Icannot fee, how it 
can mifcarry. 

Tt was indeed fuggefted at firft, that this 
was a partialiLaw, and-was to refpe@ none 
but fuch’as Kad fet their Names to the 
Petition, and that they were to have an 
A& to prevent other Men invading their 
Property, but leaving them at Liberty to 
invade every Bodyetfe. In fort, That it 
was to fecure the Properties of a few, and 
leave all the refi open: But as the Title of 
the Bill is general, I doubt not, the Bill is 
fo too, and every Man's Property fecur’ 
as well as the few that begun it—— ror 
can never be reafonable to leave any Man 
Property in a Book, open to the Depreda- 
tion of another Invader, any more than if 
can be lawful to command him to takeoff the 
Door of his Houfe, and leave it open in the 
Night. 

1 could {pend fome Time here to let the 
Warld fee, the miferable Havock that fe 
made in this Nation, with the Property of 
the Subje&, with Relationto Books ——, 
How the firftPrinter of aBook,or theAuthor, 
fhall lofe his Book and roo/. to boot, in 
publifhing fome ufeful elaborate Work, the 
Labour of Ages, and the Pyrate Bookfeller 
of Printer fhall get too /. by re-printing 
his Copy, and abridgiog ic—A Work ge- 
rally very courfly and foolifhly done, be- 
cauie few wife Men will meddle with it. 

A Book is the Authot’s Property, ’tls the 
Child of his Inventions, the Brat of hig 
Brain ; if he fells his Property, it then be- 
comes the Right of the Purchafer ; it not, 
*tis as much his own, as his Wife and Chij- 
dren are bis own——— But behold in this 

Chriftian 
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Chriftian Nation, thefe Children of our 
Heads are (eiz’d, captivated, {pirited away, 
and carry’d into Captivity, and there is 
none to redeem them—And what muft be 
done ? The Nation groans to be eas’d of 
this Weight of Injuftice—Why do we not 
rob the Hofpitals, and take away the Bread 
from the Orphans, the Cloaths from the 
Indigent, the Crutches from the Lame? 
To print a Mano’s Book upon him, and get- 
ting Bread by the Right of another to his 
own Labour, is like the Drone in the Hive, 
that robs the Laborious BEE, and eats up 
the Labour of the Diligent And 
therefore if the Bill now depending be for 
Redrefs of this Grievance, and that it is 
without Craft or Guile, fo univerfal, as that 
all her Majefty’s Subjects may be fecurd 
without Exception; 1 doubt not, the 
Houje will go through withit, and make it 
effectual. apt
